Iron pills — the kind 
the doctiir often ^ivcs 
for anarmici — have 
caused numerous cases 
nf poisonir^. few as Sffl 
cau bore a hole right thrmigh 
the .stomach wall. The child 
vomits bluod and goes into 
yevere shock. He may die 
quickly. 

The antihistanritlp drugs are 
rapidly coming to the fore as 
ejiiid poisoner?- Sn are the 
travel-sirfcnras romedica when 
taken to excels. 

.■Aspirin, frequently taLen by 
children, can be dangerous, 
though not often fatai. 

Lead has always been a 
dreaded poison of childhood. 
It jiaralysei the muselei and 
often leads to pcrmiment kid- 
ney damage and mi-nml retar- 
dation. 

Lead' paisonirJg comes par- 
ticularly from the dcitdly duj<t 
on uld-typc paint, broken liai- 
leries left lyitig round, even 
lead soldierii. It doesn't have 
tcj be taken by mouth. The 
dti&t <an go throuEh the skin.

This always applies in the 
case of kercisfine, or anything 
that will bum as it is vomited. 
But with other poisons, Lf die 
accident happejis a long way 
from a doctor, the child can 
he given an emetic, inch as 
sail and water, first. Tlie dose 
i.s a teaspoon of Sittl to a 
tumbler of warm water. 

.\lwiiys, say the dr54-tors, 
keep ihp bottle or packet fcom 
iihith the poison came. It 
will help the doctor identify 
the poison.

At the base- of esi'h 
finger you will find the four mounta 
ol Mercury, Apollo (or the lun), 
Saturn, and Jupiter. At the jide of 
your hand ynu will find twn other 
mounts — those of Man and the 
Moon.
